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Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A system for detecting shorted rotor turns in a field winding of an electric 
generator comprising an impedance measurement circuit to determine a 
reference inductance and for determining a subsequent inductance in 
combination with a memory circuit for storing the reference inductance and in 
further combination with a data processing system that determines if the 
reference inductance and the subsequent inductance differ by more than a 
predetermined amount thereby triggering an alarm if the inductances differ by 
more than the predetermined amount as further described in claim 1 has not 
been found. 

A method of detecting a shorted rotor turn in a field winding of an electric 
generator comprising the steps of determining a reference inductance of the field 
winding at an initial time, determining a second inductance of the field winding at 
a time subsequent to the initial time, comparing the reference inductance to the 
second inductance and providing an alarm if the reference inductance and the 
second inductance differ by more than a predetermined amount as further 
detailed in claims 6 and 1 1 have not been found.
